Courses - exist and are being 
planned in logic and digital .tech- 
nology to prepare an individual 
for entrance into numerical con- 
trol. 

CLC boasts a modern, well- 
equipped laboratory where the 
student can become familiar with 




the use, operation, maintenance 
and : calibration of various types ; 
of electronic test and measuring 
equipment; (6) Electrical Ma. • 
chinery including maintenance, 
control and design of many dif- 
ferent types of motors and gener- 
ators used in industry; (7) Indus- 
trial Instrumentation which intra* 
duces the studeht to the various 
means used to electronically 
measure and control industrial 
processes.

A) Up to 30 million taxpayers 
may have IRS compute their tax. 
To qualify, income should be less 
than $20,000 and consist only of 
wages or salaries, tips, dividends, 
interest, pensions or annuities.

Q) When con I expect to get 
my W-2? 

A) Employers are required to 
issue' W-2 statements on 1970 
wages paid and taxes withheld to 
their present employees by the 
end of January. Since this falls 
on a Sunday, the deadline for em- 
ployers to issue these statements 
is February 1. 

Anyone who left a job before 
the end of the year should have 
received a W-2 within 30 days' af- 
ter his last pay chock.' 

Q) Where can I get information 
on the changes that will affect 
my 1970 return? 

A) A summary of the major 
changes in the law are listed on 
the cover of the 1040 income tax 
packages most taxpayer's will re- 
ceive in the mall.' Information 
on how to handle these changes 
are explained in the instructions. 
Additional information on the 
tax law changes as well as other 
aspects of tax law may be found 
in Your Federal Income Tax.

Q) My husband Is over In Viet- 
nam In the army.

A> You are not required to file 
a return until 180 days after he 
leaves Vietnam.

A rate increase of less than five 
per cent received by the com- 
pany last year furnished only par- 
tial relief from inflationary pres- 
sures, according to Mr. Ward.

Illinois taxpayers, reminding us 
that it's time, to make our annual 
Income tax report to Uncle Sam, 
according to E. P, Troinor,, Dis 
.trict Director. 

The tax package includes the 
basic one-page Form 1040, which 
is essentially the same as last 
year's form. Additional pages or 
schedules, Mr. Tralnor said, arc 
included to enable taxpayers to 
tailor their returns to their own 
particular circumstancesy How 
ever, improvements havje been 
made -which - taxpayers .'"felt 
would be helpful. These include 
the printing of instructions sep- 
arately, the use of the back of 
Form 1040. for tax computation, 
and the printing of some of the 
schedules back-to-back. 
'Most northern Illinois taxpay- 
ers will ■ receive tax- packages 
printed in color. The red and 
blue format. is intended to direct 
attention to areas of the return 
where errors arc mosL commonly 
made. Tax packages and forms 
which are picked up from IRS of- 
fices and other' locations will con- 
tinue to be printed in black ink, 
Mr. Tralnor added. 

The package mailed to taxpay- 
ers, Includes a special, "peel-off" 
label on the front cover, with the 
taxpayer's name, address, and 
social . ^security ..number: . The 
label is to be taken from. thq front 
coyer of the tax package and 'at- 
tached to the return. 

The Jax package also includes 
an envelope, addressed to the In- 
ternal Revenue Service, Midwest 
Region, Kansas City, Missouri 
64170. This is the mailing address 
for allFederal lax returns. 

If you do not receive a- tax 
package through the mail, obtain 
your tax forms from any IRS 
office. 

The 1970 tax forms reflect sev- 
eral changes made by the Tax 
Reform Act of 19&9. Among the 
most important are: . 

Mr. Tralnor pointed out that 
the hew low-Income allowance, 
which is built into the optional 
tax tables, eliminates separate 
computation. The optional, tax 
tables have been extended from 
$5000 to $10,000. This eliminates 
the need for tax computations by 
people who do not itemize deduc- 
tions; . 

All personal exemptions have 
been .increased from $600 to $625 
for 1970. 

Returns are no longer required 
from single persons with income 
under $1700, nor from married 
persons filing jointly with, in- 
comes under $2300. These figures 
are increased by $600 if the indi- 
vidual or his spouse is 65 or older, 
and by an additional $600 if both 
are 65 or older. 

The tax surcharge, which was 
10 per cent last year, was reduced 
to 5 per cent for the first half of 
1970. This means the tax sur- 
charge is figured at the average 
rateof 2.5-percent-for-the-tbtal 
year's income.

Today I'm going to seem a 
spoil-sport. For just as the holi- 
day season Is approaching I'm go- 
ing to talk about controlling your 
weight. Is there method behind 
my meanness? Could be. For this 
is a time "of year when lots of

to lose it again, come January. 
Perhaps we can motivate you to 
take it easy enough to simply 
maintain your good . weight and 
not suffer later adjustment. 

St is" not good, to gain,' then 
lose, then gain again, and then 
lose. It is poor health practice. 
And from the standpoint of ap- 
pearance, it Is stupid. 

Now- then, to science without 
further diatribe. ... 

Four Basic Questions 

There are four things, in par- 
ticular, that we don't fully under- 
stand about weight control.. And 
since things we don't understand 
often attract misinformation and 
confusion, let's discuss them, to- 
day. 

" First, we don't know much 
about what it is that controls ap- 
petite in humans. Nutritionists 
Marjorle B. Woshbon and Gail G. 
Harrison in the U.S. Dept, of 
Agriculture's book, "Food For Us 
All," state that appetite controll- 
ing mechanisms have been iden- 
tified and located in the brains 
of laboratory animals. When the 
area which controls satiety Is dos;' 
troyed, the animal cats voracious 
l y and so b ecomes obese. , 
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- We can assume humans have a 
similar mechanism. But we're not 
yet sure how it works. And psy- 
chological factors probably are 



also Involved. But don't, look for 
help from this angle yet— the - 
evidence is not In sight. 

Are some people more efficient 
In their utilization of- food than 
others? There is little research 
evidence to support the idea, as 
reasonable as It might seem. For- 
get this until a lot more research 
is done. J 

What About Nibbling? 

How about frequency of eating 
— nibbling? Does it affect, the. 
body's conversion' of food .to fat? 
Studies with rats suggest fre- 
quent small meals produce 1 more 
body protein and less body fat 
than eating the same number of , 
calorics at one meal. But studies 
with other animals and humans 
have so far failed to show similar 
effect. So, for now, how many 
meals a day you have, assuming 
that more meals will not moan 
extra calories, is simply a\mattcr -jga 
of personal choice. U; W

portion of protein, fat, and carbo- 
hydrate in your diet? DocsT.it 
make any difference in how fast 
you lose weight? ' 

Drastic Dieting .- 

Many diets appear, oitcring the 
amount of one or another nutri- 
ent. Especially prominent' have 
•been diets called high fat-low car- 
bohydrate .When researched un- 
der controlled conditions, none 
of these have produced weight 
loss beyond what should be ex- 
pected from the calorie deficit 
they employ. Such drastic diet- 
ing, ""including^ total fasting -or 
starvation diets, should only bo 
considered if your physician ad- 
vices it. » ■

Now, 
thanks to improved diagnosis 
and treatment, children with 
a birth defect called meningo- 
myelocele have been given'a

_J?eyj?nd„the previously ' al- 
lotted span.- ... 

Meningomyelocele is a con- 
genital malformation of the 
back, usually in the form- of 
an open spine. It causes dam- 

>. age to the spinal cord. This. 
, leads to malfunction of - the 
bladder and bowel, and diffi- 
culty in walking. Before mod- 
ern surgical 'techniques were 
developed, kidney failure was 
a common cause of death. in 
these cases because urine 
would back up in the bladder, 
causing an eventually fatal 
infection. 

Today, however, children 
born with this birth defect can 
undergo ileal conduit surgery, 

—a diversionary, life-sparing 
operation that prevents 
chronic kidney disease. Men- 
ingomyelocele, the most com- 
mon of the major birth de- 
fects, does not of itself entail 
y mental retardation. Frequent- 
ly the child can walk without 
aid of braces or crutches. 

Emotional Problems 

Those of us working direct- 
ly with these young people 
want to help them with more 
than regular physical exam- 
inations and prescriptions. As 
they approach adolescence, 
they inevitably experience a 

. tangle of emotional conflicts. 
. Social isolation ranks high> 
a factor which often impairs 
the young person's self-confi- 
dence and belief in his own 
ability to function in the 
everyday world.

■- Veterans and their families are 
asking thousands of questions 
concerning the benefits their gov- 
ernment provides for them 
through the Veterans Administra- 
tion. Below are some representa- 
tive queries. Additional informa- 
tion may be obtained at any VA 
office. 

Q— I am a Vietnam veteran dis- 
charged May 2, 1967, attending 
school under the GI Bill.' Does 
this bar me from .the home loan 
benefit? 

"A—No.. The availability of .the 
home loan benefit is not affected 
by the education benefit in any 
manner whatsoever. 

Q— I am a recently discharged 
veteran. Is there some, type of in- 
surance available to me? 

A— If you have a service-con- 
nected disability, you may quali- 
fy for Service Disabled Veterans 
Insurance. You must apply with- 
in one year of the date of notice 
that service-connection is grant- 
ed, but you may apply before re- 
questing or receiving a grant of 
service-connection. Upon receipt 
of your application for this insur- 
ancef VA will determine if you 
arc eligible. 

Also, a veteran may convert 
his Servicemen's Group Life In- 
surance to" an individual, perma- 
nent' policy t within 120 days after 
separation from service. v r " l!rj 
Q-r-I'Avant-to enter college next 
summer. Should I advise the 
VA now, or enroll and advise the 
registrar of my veteran status at 
that time. 

A— You should inform the VA 
as soon as possible of your plans 
to enroll. 

Q— How long am f entitled- to 
receive payment from- VA while 
pursuing my education? 

A— You are entitled to 1% 
months of schooling for every 
month of active duty after Jan. 
31, 1955, with a maximum allow- 
ance of 36 months. However, no 
educational assistance may be 
paid after eight years from the 
dale of your last discharge. 

Q— I wish to apply for a certifi- 
cate of eligibility for a GI loan, 
but I lost my DD-214, Armed 
Forces Report of Transfer or 
Discharge. What should I do? 

A— The VA will accept a legible 
copy or an original discharge or 
release from active duty. If a 
copy is not available, apply at 
any VA office for on application 
form for a replacement. 

Q— When will I receive my divi- 
dend check on my GI insurance? 
A— If all premiums. due have 
been received, checks are mailed 
by the policy anniversary date, 
and should be received shortly 
thereafter. 

Q— Can a veteran go to any 
school, or pursue any educational 
program he desires? . 

A— Yes, if- the course or pro- 
gram leads to. a recognized .edu- 
cational, vocational or profes- 
sional objective, and is approved 
by a state-approving agency.
